Control of all the broadcasting stations operating 
in the Soviet Zone of Germany; only samples are 
taken, This department also controls the audibility 
of the Moscow foreign language transmissions. 


@, Measuring vepartment 


Ueasurements of field intensity are made. The 
incidence and the volts of the microwaves are 
measured. 


f. Kadio Jamming  ntrol Department 


It is occupied only by Soviets and controls the 
jamming stations employed against the Voice of 
America. This department determines every new wave 
length used by the Voice of America and sees that 
it is immediately jammed. The location of the jam~ 
ming station is unknown. 


Technical status: 


The technical equipment of the radio reception 
station is primitive. After the German surrender 
the station was almost completely dismantled. New 
machinery has not been installed since then.
